REMARKS 

Claims 1-13, all the claims pending in the application, stand rejected. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 102 

Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by Smith et al 
(6,543,146). This rejection is traversed for at least the following reasons. 

The present invention is directed to a directional measuring device and method for 
measuring the direction of a body within a Cartesian coordinate system. The direction is 
computed on the basis of an azimuth error angle that is determined by a rotatable converter. 
Applicant submits that the apparatus invention, as defined in claims 1-7, and the method 
invention, as defined in claims 8-13, are patentable over Smith et al.
